reafon he did not figdify your Mind to me, but preiently 
before his Departure. We dwell here between Hiils; 
and have not very often a clear Sky, fo that many Nights 
of that fhert Time it continued, it appeared not unto . 
us. The firft Sight I had of it (and the firft time that 
ever | heard it was feen) was upon Thurfday, Dec. 9, 
1652. palt eight at Night ; it was then about four ‘De- - 
grees Weltward of the Head of the Hare, or Fera Orio- 
wis, My fecond Sight of it was upon Saswrday Night 
the 11th ; it was afcended then as high almoit as the 
Fore Shoulder of Origu, famewhat near his Shield. The 
third time was upen Tuefday the 14th Day at Night, at 
which time it had attained to the loweft and weftermoft 
Star of the Pleiades. The fourth time was upon Wedng/- 
day Night the rsth; it was then come up almoft as high 
qs the Left Foot of Per/eus, better than three Degrees from 
the Star there, and making almoft an [foceles Triangle 
with it and the ‘Star in the Talare, or Wing, on the Welt 
Side. Upon the 16th, being Thurfday at Night, it was 
gortena little above a Right Line with thofe twe Stars, 
and but little farther from the Star in the Wing, than 
that is from the Star in the Foot, Weftward of both : 
This was the fifth View I had of it. The Jaft was up- 
on Sunday Night the 19th, when it wascome as high as 
the Eye of Medufa, wanting fcarce a Degree 5 and al- 
moft in a right Line with-it, byt avery little within to- 
ward the Body of Perfews. Since I have nor feen the 
Comet ; yet upon Monday Night the 20th, two other 
Men, younger much than I, being with me looking, 
faid, that they faw’ it a little above the Eye of Meduja, 
but my dimmer Sight could, not perceive it, And fince, 
fome that divelt above the Hill, in a clearer Sky, aflured 
me they {aw it fome Nights fince, more than tour De- 
grees above Medu/a’s Eye. I have here fent you the 
Form of the Comet for fome of the firft Nights of its 
Appearance. The outward Part of the Effiuxion was 
more dark, and. towards the Mid{t more luminous. 1 


could fansetimes fee a little round Star inthe Center. 


At the firft Appearance the whole Diameter feemed to 
be near fourteen Inches, and moved very faft; but the 
Motion of it became much flower, and the Comer 
fhewed lefler and more bright ; for the outward daskifh 
Hair vanifhing, the inner Part fhewed more clear, but 
much lefs ; for at laft the Diameter feerhed not to ex- 
ceed feven Inches.
